' '- It was with a ,grea t ,, rel uctance 

'that ithis ipowerful^trlti^ubmitteU 
to white demands- and deeded -their 
, 'lands to^theTOS. government. And 
. thole Indians were ;amohg the -very 
.last redmen in this area 3to. leave 
their homeland. ' , ■-. 

SOUTHERN AND Central - tlli- 
nois had -been settled, as was -the 
area around -the old lead-mining 

country of Galena,.lohg before ithe 
northeast, portion, attracted .much 
attention: As late as 1833 the preV 
ent Lake County was known to be 
= =£t:=^inhabited by the Indians and]only .a 
J * very few transient , white trappers 
and hunters. 

This was due in part to the treaty 
made in 1829 at Prairie du Chien 
. - which held the stipulation that the 
Indians were to remain on the lands 
until August, 1836. The Whites were 
forbidden to settle in the area until 
<he time mentioned in the treaty. 

BUT IN 1831, stimulated by the 
project for a commerce canal from 
Chicago to the Illinois River, -the 
_^ tide of travel turned towards Lake 
Michigan. This great commercial 
- waterway, it seemed, Would continue 
to be such for at least a generation. 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Root River 
(Racine) and Southport (Kenosha) 
were the best knawn landing points. 
In the very early 3u's, those who 
were seeking homes in this region 
apparently drifted directly west- 
ward from the more-populated ports. 
From the dim past of earlier cen- 
turies on, the area around the Chi- 
cago Portage represented a strategic 
route of travel and an important 
rendezvous point for all the Indian 
people, bom of the HKnois tribe and 
later those of the Pottawatamies. 
It was significant, therefore, that 
the final treaty and ceremonies 
marking the ultimate exodus of the 
redman from this part of the coun- 
try should take place at this spot. 

IN SEPTEMBER, 1833, a grand 
council was held at Chicago with 
representatives from all of the In- 
dian nations present, whereby the 
last Indian treaty in Illinois was 
negotiated and concluded. 

In this council the Pottawatamies 
ceded to the United States all that 
remained of their lands in Illinois 
and Wisconsin, inoluding the whole 
of Lake county. It was "supposed 
to contain about five million acres," 
the treaty said of Lake county. The 
pact also provided for removal of 
the great Indian tribe from Illinois 
and west of the Mississippi. 

Chicago in 1833 was an insignifi- 
cant frontier village with but a few 
rude houses and business places, but 
it was then the scene of a great 
I and historic dramu. In it a once 

proud and powerful nation of native 
' people were compelled by circum- 
stances to which they had made np 
contribution, to desert the land of 
their fathers and terminate a resi- 
dence of more than a century and a 
half at the demand of more powerful 
masters. 

AT THE TIME of the pact, an 
English writer, Charles J. Latrobe, 
was making a tour of this country 
and was in Chicago. In his book 
entitled "Rambler," printed in Lon- 
don in 1835, he described the scene, 
subsequently quoted in Halsey's his- 
tory of Lake County: 

-When within five miles of Chi- 
cago, we came to the first Indian 
encampment; 5,000 Indians were 
said. to be collected around this little 
upstart village. We found the vil- 
lage on our arrival crowded to ex- 
cess and we procured with great 
difficulty, a small apartment, com- 
fortless and noisy from its close 
proximity to others, but which was 
as good as we could have hoped for. 
"THE POTTAWATAMIES were 
encamped on all sides; on the wide j 
level prairie beyond the scattered 
village,, beneath the shelter of the 
low woods on the side of the small 
river, or to the leeward of the sand 
hills near the beach of the lake.

They ,are >nimble, 
can dodge quickly, are /highly ma- 
neuverable and fit readily intosmall 
-traffic., spaces^ But, they should 
not try to 'keep up with the rpack on 
a high-speed run;, .^ ; • 

These and other small-car features 
can be safety "assets, or they can 
spell trouble, depending 7 how well 
the car is handled. ;/ 

Here are a few suggestions the In- 
stitute offers: 

AVOID GETTING LOST" in 
in traffic. Don't follow a bigger 
car or truck too closely, or duck be- 
hind it, or pass on the right. Re- 
member, the low slihouettos of the 
small cars make them extremely 
difficult for drivers of larger cars 
to see. The "blind spot" is bigger 
when a small car is involved. 

Be cautious' when pulling away 
from the curb into traffic. Make 
sure you do not pull out ahead of an 
approaching vehicle too quickly, 
driven* of the other vehicle may not 
have seen you.

Make sure your car is readily 
visible ^at night. .Some ,small car 
owners make effective use of scotch- 
lite strips, or extra reflectorrs. Any 
such extras should -.conform to state 
motor vehicle .regulations.* 

Resist all temptations to "show- 
off" your small car's quick darting 
performance. 

ALWAYS REMAIN conscious of 
the fact that if you do collide with a 
larger vehicle, you're almost, sure 
to come out second best. 

The principal reason that small 
cars may * be unsafe to drive on 
American highways is that they are 
more difficult to see than the "stand- 
ard" size car, according to the Insti- 
tute. Be sure that your intended 
moves are seen by other drivers 
sharing the road. But, large or 
small, automobiles have one thing 
in common. In the long run it's 
the driver's skill and know-how that 
keeps them out of accidents.

In these last few days of rushing 
by last minute Christmas shoppers,] 
-there's an unusual calm at Antioch's 
Frostee Sno Co., 867 Main St. 
Christmas season there has been 
over for about a month. 

It's not that owner Everett Of te<| 
dahl takes Christmas lightly, because 
Frostee Sno has a five-month yule- 
tide. But preparations must now 
be made for Easter. Christmas be- 
gins in June at Frostee Sno arid 
lasts until about the last of Novem- 
ber. 

' NOW IN ITS 14th year in Antioch, 
the company still is producing, its 
patented Frostee Sno block which 
sella all over the Norths American 
continent to merchandise display 
people and national advertisers. The 
snow blocks are - made by a secret 
process developed by John Oftedahl 
in Chicago about 20 years ago. 

The big cakes of snow, mainly an 
item to show coolness in summer 




displays, is supplemented by fabri 
cation of styrofaam— that sponge- 
appearing material which is. becom- 
ing so popular in Christmas displays 
for home and business. It is styro- 
foam which those popular snow balls 
are made from. ^ \ ^ i 

SNOW 'BALLS ARE perhaps the 
.largest single item to be made 
from the foamy material. Machines 
cut sibc sizes of the balls at rates of 
2,000 per hour. This year Oftedahl 1 
estimates that hundreds of thous- 
ands of the balls have been made 
and sold all over the United States. 

To make Christmas brighter, his 
company is constantly experimenting 
with new uses of styrofoam— rein- 
deers, Santas, wreaths, " lanterns, 
simulated candles and cut out let- 
ters. The, foam can be painted al-; 
most: any- color with; special dyes 
and can be cut almost any shape. 

But while 50 per cent of the. com- 
pany's time and efforts go into snow- 
balls' and other items, out of styro- 
foam, the other half of the time is 
spent making the , exclusive snow 
blocks, for business. Not too many 
home uses have been found for the 
cakes which have the almost exact 
appearance of snow. However, Of-' 



tedahl has built an igloo on his front 
lawn out of the blocks. Besides for 
passing motorists on Rte. 173 to en- 
Joy the igloo is fun for the Oftedahl 
children, Glen, 9, and Laura, 6, 

COMMERCIAL application of the 
igloos has been seen around here 
especially in the 30-foot one built 
at the opening of the Waukegan 
Shopping Plaza two years ago. 

fBut now the 10 employees who 
help Oftedahl through the Christ- 
mas season have been released and 
tools are being changed over to make 
Easter eggs. Four sizes of eggs in 
six colors are being made— mostly 
for display houses and florists. 

And so while the rest of the peo- 
ple in -this ar,ea are thinking of 
Santa Claus, Everett Oftedahl has 
visions of Easter Rabbits.
